Social Security E-mail Scam

The Social Security Administration has received several reports of an email message being
circulated with the subject "Cost-of-Living for 2007 update” and purporting to be from the Social
Security Administration. Once directed to the phony website, the Individual Is asked to register for a
password and to confirm their identity by providing personal information such as the individual's
Social Security number, bank account information and credit card information.

What is Sequestration?

Sequestration, sometimes called the sequester, is a process that automatically cuts the
federal budget across most departments and agencies.

Congress included the threat of sequestration in the Budget Control Act of 2011 as a way
to encourage compromise on deficit reduction efforts.

Congress couldn’t agree on a budget by the deadline set in the Budget Control Act, so
mandatory budget cuts were scheduled to go into effect on January 2, 2013.

Congress stopped the cuts from happening by passing the American Taxpayer Relief Act
on January 2. This law pushed the budget cuts back until March 1, 2013.

Since Congress did not agree on a budget to reduce the deficit by March 1, sequestration
has begun and $85 billion in spending cuts are currently going into effect.

NOAA works in partnership with all levels of
governing structures (e.g., federal, state, tribal,
regional, local), academic, private, and international
research entities, and it places a substantial emphasis
on productive partnerships and interactions with
decision makers and other stakeholders. Within this
context, NOAA’s Climate Program Office (CPO)
manages competitive research programs through
which NOAA funds high-priority climate science,
assessments, decision support research, outreach,
education, and capacity-building activities designed
to advance our understanding of Earth’s climate
system and to foster the application of this knowledge
in risk management and adaptation efforts. The CPO
supports research that is conducted across the United
States and internationally. The CPO also provides
strategic guidance for the agency’s climate science
and services programs and supports NOAA’s
contributions to the U.S. Global Change Research
Program (USGCRP) and its National Climate
Assessment and similar international endeavors. In
seeking to advance the NGSP climate objective of an
improved scientific understanding of the changing
climate system and its impacts, the CPO supports
research that advances core capabilities in (a)
understanding and modeling, (b) observing systems,
data stewardship, and climate monitoring, (c)
predictions and projections, and (d) integrated service
development and decision support. These core
capabilities are, in turn, intended to advance NOAA’s
ability to provide sustained, reliable, and timely
climate services dealing initially, according to the
NGSP, with the following broad, societal challenge
areas: (a) climate impacts on water resources, (b)
vulnerability of coasts and their resilience to climate
impacts, (c) sustainability of marine ecosystems, (d)
changes in extremes of weather and climate, and (e)
information for mitigating climate change.

The U.S. Integrated Ocean Observing System
(I0OOS®) is a national and regional partnership
working to provide observations, data and new tools
and forecasts to improve safety, enhance the
economy, and protect our environment. To deliver
these tools and forecasts, more ocean, coastal and
Great Lakes observations are needed. To increase
observational capabilities we need smart investments
in innovative marine sensors and other advanced
observing technologies that will improve our ability
to monitor these waters with greater efficiency. The
NOAA Ocean Acidification Program (OAP), in close
partnership with U.S. IOOS, oversees and coordinates
ocean acidification monitoring which contributes to
the conservation of marine ecosystems.

Program is to provide federal financial and technical
assistance to grass-roots, community-based activities
that improve living marine resource habitats through
the removal of marine debris and promote
stewardship and a conservation ethic for NOAA trust
resources. NOAA trust resources include living
marine resources and their habitats, including
commercial and recreational fishery resources
(marine fish and shellfish); coastal habitats;
diadromous fish species; endangered and threatened
marine species; marine mammals and marine turtles;
marshes, mangroves, seagrass beds, coral reefs, other
coastal habitats; areas identified by NOAA Fisheries
as essential fish habitat (EFH); and areas within EFH
identified as Habitat Areas of Particular Concern
(HAPC).

The program aims to foster
collaboration among diverse entities and groups (e.g.,
public and nonprofit organizations, citizen and
watershed groups, anglers, boaters, industry,
corporations and businesses, youth conservation
corps, students, landowners, academics, and local,
state, and federal government agencies) in order to
cooperatively implement safe, impactful, and cost-



effective marine debris removal projects. In order to
track project success, funded projects will need to be
able to report the total amount of debris removed
(metric tons), total area or extent cleaned or restored
(acres and/or miles), types of debris encountered, and
volunteer hours involved.

Dear FEMA Grantee:

In August 2011, Congress passed the Budget Control Act of 2011 (Public Law 112-25} to limit federal
spending and reduce our national debt. To enforce annual spending limits, that law requires across-the-
board funding reductions to almost every federal program, project, and activity through a process called
“sequestration.”

As a consequence, all federal agencies, including FEMA. will have to implement steep funding cuts,
beginning in the current fiscal year. Leadership throughout FEMA and the Department of Homeland
Security have been working hard 1o determine how we might best mitigate the impact of possible
sequestration budget reductions on our state, local, tribal, territorial, non-profit and private sector
partners.

Nonetheless, the sequestration order issued on March 1, 2013 will result in FEMA's current Fiscal Year
(FY) 2013 funding levels being reduced by approximately 5%. This will result in a reduction to
FEMA's State and Local grant funding levels of approximately $104 miliion.

I'he sequestration reductions will affect FY 2013 funding levels for all GPD grants, subject to FEMA's
final FY 2013 appropriation. Sequestration will not affect grants or cooperative agreements awarded in
previous fiscal years.

We recognize the hardships that seguestration is likely to cause and thank you for your cooperation as
we work together to manage these unfortunate circumstances. We value the important work that you do
and appreciate your dedication to the security and resilience of the Nation. As always, your thoughts,
questions and concerns are welcome.

Purpose

The Small Grants Program is a competitive, matching grants program that supports
public-private partnerships carrying out projects in the United States that further the goals
of the North American Wetlands Conservation Act (Act). These projects must involve
long-term protection, restoration, and/or enhancement of wetlands and associated uplands
habitats for the benefit of all wetlands-associated migratory birds.

This program supports the same type of projects and adheres to the same selection criteria
and administrative guidelines as the U.S. Standard Grants Program. However, project
activities are usually smaller in scope and involve fewer project dollars. Grant requests
may not exceed $75,000, and funding priority is given to grantees or partners new to the
Act’s Grants Program.

History

The North American Wetlands Conservation Council (Council) created the Small Grants
Program in 1996 to encourage new grantees and partners to carry out smaller-scale, long-
term wetlands conservation projects that may otherwise not be able to compete in the
U.S. Standard Grants Program. The Small Grants Program has also become an important
catalyst in developing a pool of new grantees and/or partners for the Standard Grants
Program. In recent years, the Migratory Bird Conservation Commission (Commission)
has approved $3 million in funding for the Small Grants Program annually.

Each year, the Commission approves the total amount of funding to be distributed to
projects under the Small Grants Program in the following fiscal year. Applicants submit
project proposals to the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service's Division of Bird Habitat
Conservation (Division) for the program's one funding cycle per year. After a preliminary
review by Division staff, Joint Venture Coordinators, and Council staff, eligible
proposals are presented to the Council for further review and ranking. The Council,
which has been delegated final approval authority by the Commission, then selects the
slate of projects to be funded and informs the Commission on its decision. The Division
is responsible for administering the grants for the approved projects.

Current Funding

For FY 2014 is authorized up to $5 million contingent on quality and number of
proposals received and funding available.

Accomplishments

From September 1996 through June 2013, some 1,440 partners in 5,620 projects have
received more than $34.1 million in grants. They have contributed another $136.2 million
in matching funds to affect 279,000 acres of habitat.

General Funding Overview

The National Science Foundation funds research and education in most fields of science
and engineering. It does this through grants, and cooperative agreements to more than
2,000 colleges, universities, K-12 school systems, businesses, informal science
organizations and other research organizations throughout the United States. The
Foundation accounts for about one-fourth of federal support to academic institutions for
basic research.

NSF receives approximately 40,000 proposals each year for research, education and
training projects, of which approximately 11,000 are funded. In addition, the Foundation
receives several thousand applications for graduate and postdoctoral fellowships.

The agency operates no laboratories itself but does support National Research Centers,
user facilities, certain oceanographic vessels and Antarctic research stations. The
Foundation also supports cooperative research between universities and industry, US
participation in international scientific and engineering efforts, and educational activities
at every academic level.

Through a
competitive awards-based program, SBIR enables small businesses to explore their
technological potential and provides the incentive to profit from its commercialization. By
including qualified small businesses in the nation's R&D arena, high-tech innovation is
stimulated and the United States gains entrepreneurial spirit as it meets its specific
research and development needs.

SBIR Mission and Program Goals

The mission of the SBIR program is to support scientific excellence and technological
innovation through the investment of Federal research funds in critical American priorities
to build a strong national economy.

The program’s goals are four-fold:

Applicants may submit proposals for one or
any combination of the following four project categories: Categories 1. Basic Processing
Proposals may be submitted for establishing archives and undertaking basic processing
activities that promote the preservation and use of America's documentary heritage.
Proposals must demonstrate how the applicant employs the best and most cost-effective
archival methods. For projects to establish new archives programs, a proposal may include
the cost of a consultant to assess the need for an archives program. The assessment should
identify the resources necessary for sustaining such a program and include a collection
development plan, a plan for basic processing of unprocessed collections and new
accessions in a timely manner, and a phased preservation plan. If the organization already
has a detailed assessment, it may submit a proposal for costs associated with starting its
archives program, as outlined in the assessment. Applicants may also submit proposals for
records management projects with archival components. Applicants for start-up projects
must provide convincing evidence of ongoing program support and must also demonstrate
their commitment to creating equitable and timely access to their holdings. For projects
that process and reveal archival collections which researchers cannot easily discover
through online search engines, proposals should demonstrate how repositories will process
and catalog records at either the collection or the series level. Applicants will need to
create collection- or series-level MARC catalog records in a national bibliographic utility.
If finding aids are created, they should generally meet current Encoded Archival
Description standards, and be made available to appropriate regional and national archival
databases. Basic processing cannot include processing or description at the folder or item
levels. Institutions must develop or implement processing techniques to eliminate
unprocessed backlogs of holdings at a level consistent with appropriate standards and at a
reasonable rate. In addition, applicants must develop and establish adequate accessioning
and processing techniques that will prevent future backlogs. Basic processing proposals
should also include reappraisal of collections and include a process for deaccessioning
entire collections where appropriate. Applicants must also include plans to promote the
use of their collections after completing this processing. Applications may request funds
for limited preservation activities, such as preservation surveys of collections, the
evaluation of environmental controls, and risk assessments. Although the NHPRC does



not fund construction projects, applicants may include planning for necessary
improvements to physical facilities. Impermissible activities include comprehensive
reboxing and refoldering, the removal of staples and paper clips, and item-level repairs
and conservation. Reformatting, digitizing, and microfilming are also not permissible.

Detailed Processing For collections with proven high research demand or substantial
preservation concerns, applicants may propose to conduct detailed processing and
preservation reformatting of collections of national significance. For projects that focus
entirely on detailed processing, the Commission will give preference to repositories that
have virtually all of their collections processed sufficiently so that researchers can find
them through online searches. In general, proposals should describe how the repository
will process and create detailed descriptions at the series or file level. Projects should
create or revise online descriptions and submit them to national library catalogs, national
archival databases, and appropriate regional and institutional databases. Applicants must
also create or revise detailed finding aids using Encoded Archival Description (EAD)
unless other formats are more appropriate. Applicants must explain whether any item-
level processing or preservation treatment will be necessary, including refoldering,
cleaning, flattening, copying, encapsulating, de-acidifying, and mending documents.

They
have long held interest for young people, and they allow for a special, intense
dialogue across generations. The Enduring Questions grant program will help
promote such dialogue in today’s undergraduate environment. The course is to be
developed by one or more (up to four) faculty members at a single institution, but
not team taught. Enduring Questions courses must be taught from a common
syllabus and must be offered during the grant period at least twice by each faculty
member involved in developing the course. The grant supports the work of faculty
members in designing, preparing, and assessing the new course. It may also be
used for ancillary activities that enhance faculty-student intellectual community,
such as visits to museums and artistic or cultural events. An Enduring Questions
course may be taught by faculty from any department or discipline in the
humanities or by faculty outside the humanities (for example, astronomy, biology,
economics, law, mathematics, medicine, or psychology), so long as humanities
sources are central to the course.
